Fite year* ego C ongress re-legalized beer. All 48 states 
follow ed suit. Tlie people, b> a record breaking maturity 
o f ten m illion votes, repealed the Eighteenth, or prohibi­ 
tion, amendment. 
T his action by C ongress and the people returned to the 
Governm ent control of * social problem that has existed 
for a thousand years. It ended control, under prohibition, 
by gangsters and crim inals. 
What has been the five years result, socially and eco­ 
nom ically, o f this change of policy? W hat do the official 
records show with respect to governm ent revenues, bene-* 
fits to farmers, em ploym ent for labor, public health, crim e, 
temperance? The brew ing industry of M issouri, operating

But repeal o f prohibition created decided farm benefits. 
Governm ent controlled beverage industries buy more than 
100 .0 0 0 .0 0 0 bushels of grain annually, for which they pay 
in excess o f $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . Total farm benefits aggregate 
$500,000,000.00. 
The com bined re-legalized industries are now paving, 
in round figures, a billion dollars a year in taxes to Federal, 
State and local G overnm ents. 
If the Federal G overnm ent were now operated on the 
basis o f 1916 expenditures the beverage revenues would 
pay 
all operating expenses, and 
leave a 
balance o f 
$2 5 0 ,000,000 a year. All incom e, tariff and nuisance and 
other Federal taxes could be repealed. 
T hese figures show what repeal of prohibition means 
Lb revenue to governm ents, and in benefits to farmers. 
In addition to providing badly needed revenues and 
other benefits repeal created jobs for 1,250,000 persons— 
now all self-supporting. 


But— 
Is there m ore or less drunkenness under repeal than 
prohibition? M ore or less drunken driving? M ore or less 
crime? Better or w orse public health? 
Let the Governm ent records answer: 
Official police record*, rfor 264 cities, with more than 
3 0.000.000 population, in the ten big beer producing and 
consum ing states, sb«»w 4 29,898 arrests for drunkenness in 
1928, prohibition, and 349,833 in 1936— a decrease o f 
20 per cent. 
P olice records o f 260 cities in all parts o f the United 
States show 19,258 arrests for drunken driving in 1928. 
W ith laws against drunken driving now being much more 
rigidly enforced, the same departments arrested only 
17,524 drunken or "drinking” drivers in 1936— a decline 
o f 30 per cent. 
F olice records o f St. Louis show 12,136 arrests for 
drunkenness and 706 arrests for drunken driving in 1928. 
In 1936 the record was 8 ,4 2 6 arrests for drunkenness and 
407 for drunken driving—a decrease o f 30 per cent in 
both. In four years accidents by drinking drivers decreased 
50 per cent in St. Louis.

In 1928, prohibition, the national death rate from 
alcoh olism — excessive drinking — was 4.0 per 100,000 o f 
population. In 1935 it was 2.6—a decrease of 40 per cent. 
In M issouri, in 1928, the death rate from excessive 
drinking was 3.9. In 1936 it was 1.6— decline 60 percent; 
T he 1937 report of the M etropolitan Life Insurance 
Company on its 17,700,000 w age-earning policyholders 
show s an all-tim e low death rate from all causes— and espe­ 
cially from diseases associated with abuse o f drink. Wage* 
earners, being largely beer drinkers, are the most temperate 
o f all classes. 
Since repeal there has been persistent prohibition 
propaganda that drunken and drinking drivers are a 
greater menace to public safety. 
The N ational Safety Council reports that in 1937, on 
the basis o f actual m iles o f m otor vehicle travel, the streets 
and highw ays were safer than in any other period for which 
records are available. In 1936, 3000 m ore persons were 
killed in hom e accidents than in autom obile accidents. 
In M issouri, in 1936, according to U. S. Census Bureau, 
deaths from hom e accidents were six per cent highet than 
from autom obile accidents. 
W ith more than 4 2 ,000,000 drivers operating cars at 
high speeds at all seasons, day and night, the streets and 
highw ays are actually safer from accident than the homes! 
Major crime has show n marked decline since repeal. 
T he murder rate in the big beer consum ing states declined 
2 5 per cent. Other vicious crime accordingly. The reign 
o f terror o f the bootlegger and racketeer disappeared 
with repeal o f prohibition.

falfa in its use of moisture

fertility. 
The effect on alfalfa of 
this treatment is much the same 
as thje affect on corn or cotton of 
cultivating with plows or sweeps. 
If some means is not 
used 
to 
eradicate grass and weeds 
from 
the stand, the aggressive 
mixed 
giowth will take up 
more 
and 
more space until finally the alfalfa 
is practically destroyed or 
“run 
out’*. 
Wherever these conditions 
occur cultivation becomes a high­ 
ly important practice to increase 
the yield of clean 
hay 
and 
to 
lengthen the life of the stand. 
Cultivation alone on most soils 
will not maintain the stand over 
a long number of 
years. 
While 
alfalfa adds nitrogen to the soil it 
robs the soil of other plant food 
elements consequently it is nec­ 
essary to add these to the 
land. 
This can best be accomplished by 
applying commercial fertilizer be­ 
fore growth starts in the spring or

"DISGRACE FOR A FARMER"

The absurdities to which Gov­ 
ernment crop restrictions can lead 
were never better illustrated than
